The History Of The English Cup 
The F.A Cup was brought into being by the following 
resolution,passed at a meeting of the Football Association 
on July 20 1871-"That it is desirable that a challenge 
cup should be established in connection with the 
Ss ciation, for which all clubs should be invited to 

te." 

resolution was confirmed on October 16,when a further 
meeting was held.and the Cup was bought-for £25 Pounds 
This money was subscribed by the competing clubs. 
Little did the founders think that the new competition 
which they had launched would in the future stir up 
interest all over the world,and attract well over 100000 


spectators to a final tie. 


In season 1871-72 the competition opened.The fifteen 
clubsforward with entries were 

Barnes,Civil Service,Crystal Palace,Clapham Rovers, 
Dennington School(Spalding)Hampstead Heathens, 
Harrow Chequers,Hitchin, Maidenhead ,Marlow, 

Queens Park(Glasgow)Reigate Priory,Royal Engineers, 
Upton Park,Wanderers. 


Of these fifteen,three scratched,and Queens Park were 
excused until the semi final,when they were called 

to the oval. 

They drew, but withdrew instead of travelling South again 
for the replay. 

The first final was fought between Wanderers and Royal 
Engineers at Kennington Oval on March 16 .1872. 

Wanderers won 1.0and were thus first holders of the trophy. 


Wanderers Sporting Action 

Although the entries in the next season fell by one, 
succeeding years saw the number of clubs mount up as 
clubs from Sheffield and Lancashire were drawn by this 
powerful magnet. 
Wanderers were the “hot" team of those early days. 
By 1877-78 they registered their fifth win,and as it was 
their third successive triumph they became owners of the 
Cup. This was not the end of the trophy, however, for 
the Wanderers handed back the Cup to be fought for 
annually. 
The year after the Wanderers fifth success,entries had 
grown to such an extent that the competing clubs were 
paired of in geographical divisions in the earlier rounds. 

Included in these entries was a number of Lancashire 
clubs and right dour and determined cup-fighters they 
proved(and still are proving) to be. 

Blackburn Rovers won through to the final in 1882, but 
were overcome by Old Etonians,Next year saw Blackburn 
Olympic give the k.o to Old Etonians,and this final of 
1882-83 signalised the last final appearance of a 
Southern team till Southampton appeared in the 1899-1900 
tie. 

Blackburn Rovers held the trophy for three consecutive 
years 1883-84, 1884-85, 1885-86-and to commemorate the feat 
a special trophy was awarded them. 


The third win of the Rovers brought still another change 

to the final history, The first meeting between Blackburn 
Rovers and West Bromwich Albion in 1885~-86,ended in a draw, 
and the replay was staged at Derby. 


- 
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This was the first occasion the final tie was played 
outside London. 


Exemptions For The Stronger Clubs 
Still the number of clubs entering was mounting up, and 
by 1886-87 the figure reached 150. This necessitated 
big changes,and a scheme was adopted whereby the more 
powerful clubs were excused playing with the weaker clubs in 
the earlier rounds. 
The country was devided into ten sections,and the club in 
each division played until one was left. The ten winners 
then joined 22 exempted clubs(which included the 
finalists of the previous year's competition) These 32 
clubs then competed in the Competition Proper 


This arrangement continued until 1905-06,when the 
exempted clubs were increased to 52 and the number of 
divisions to twelve,making 64 clubs in the Competition 
Proper. In later years further increases were made in the 
qualifing stage,until 24 divisions were required, 

The biggest change took place in 1925-26 when a new 
exemption scheme was brought into force. 

This necessitated the qualifing competition starting 

in Novenmer instead of January,as was the case previously. 
As the popularity of the game grew the F.A.found that 

the ground of the Surrey Cricket Club at Kennington Oval, 
where the finals were being staged,was not big enough. 

As no other ground was available in London at the time, 
the 1892-93 final was played at Fallowfielf Athletic 
ground Manchester. 


Next came Crystal Palace finals,from 1894-95 to 1913-14 
(with several replays in the provinces during that time) 


Enormous crowds were housed in the enclosure. The 
appearance of Tottenham Hotspurs and Sheffield United in 
1901 drew the first six-figure crowd,110,820 gathering 
to see the "Spurs emerge victorious. 


Finances Of The Ties. 
Under the present-day rules the qualifying gates are devided 
equally between the two-clubs. 
In the competition Proper rounds up to the semi finals 
the F.A.claim 5 per cent;and the balance is devided 
between the two clubs. In the semi finals(except replays, 
when the F.A. and the clubs take one-third each) the 
gates are pooled~one~fifth going to the Association,and 
the remainder to the four clubs. The final tie drawings 
are devided. one-third to the F.A and one-third to 


each club. 


In 1910-11,when the Rt.Hon.Lord Kinnaird completed 21 
years as president of the F.A.the Council presented him 
with the Cup.This was not the original trophy,but a 
replica. The first Cup was stolen while on show ina 
Birmingham shop window in 1895,when Aston Villa were 
holders 
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The first final » played at Wembley will ever remain 
in the memory of all who were present. In connection with 
the Empire Exhibition of 1924,a fine new stadium,capable 
of holding some 125.000 ectators,had been built. 


The F.A played the 1925 final between Bolton Wanderers 

and West Ham United on this ground. 

Never have there been such scenes at a match. Long 

before the kick off the gates wers closed,but many 
thousands of disappointed fans clamoured at the turnstiles 
and barriers and swept on to the field 


After this unprecedented scene the F.A,took steps to 
from 1924 onwards 


avoid a repetition of that day,and 
admission to Wembley finals has been by ticket only.
